Alberta's first openly gay 
elected politician says a 
controversial bill that will 
change the province's hu¬ 
man rights code by allow¬ 
ing parents to pull their 
kids out of classes that of¬ 
fer lessons on sexual ori¬ 
entation and religion is a 
step in the wrong 
direction. 

Michael Phair, who 
served as an Edmonton city 
councillor from 1992 to 
2007, said Bill 44 makes no 
sense since “it adds so 


many asterisks into the 
province’s human rights 
code.” 

“It has made the whole 
discussion about gays and 
lesbians very negative 
again from a sense of how 
we are viewed across Cana¬ 
da,” said Phair on the front 
steps of the legislature yes¬ 
terday. 

“It’s a bit of a laughing 
stock again — this is com¬ 
pletely absurd.” 

An amendment within 
the bill will force school 
boards to notify parents 
when teachers offer les¬ 
sons that deal explicitly 
with religion or sexual ori¬ 


entation. 

Premier Ed Stelmach has 
said the bill gives families 
more rights and freedoms, 
but Phair said the bill is un¬ 
constitutional. 

The bill went into its fi¬ 
nal vote last night after 
Metro’s press deadline and 
NDP Leader Brian Mason 
said he expects it will go 
through despite the calls 
and pleas from the thou¬ 
sands of people who are 
against it. 

Mason submitted a peti¬ 
tion with over 1,000 signa¬ 
tures against the bill and 
he said he expects more 
signatures will be submit¬ 


ted by the end of the week. 

And some students from 
a number of schools across 
the province have also cre¬ 
ated Faceboolc group pages 
that are visibly seen with 
thousands of signatures 
against the controversial 
bill. “This bill itself is un¬ 
constitutional,” said NDP 
MLA Rachel Notley. “This 
bill represents a sharp shift 
to the right.” 

Stelmach told Conserva¬ 
tive MLAs to vote freely on 
the bill Monday night.

A woman’s 
body was found inside one 
of two trailers on the 
rental property. 

Mounties on scene could 
not verify the names, ages, 
or cause of death 
yesterday, but did say 
there was blood on scene 
and the case was being 
treated as homicide. 

Two male teenagers 
were found driving the 
stolen white 2006 Ford 
pickup truck in north Ed¬ 
monton Sunday night. 
Records indicate the own¬ 
er of the vehicle lives at 
the address where the bod¬ 
ies were discovered. 

“There’s a link to the 
scene here,” said Cpl. Dar¬ 
ren Anderson, standing 
outside the driveway of 
the property. “But what 
connection the youth had, 
we don’t know.” 

Shocked neighbour Alec 
Babich said a woman 
named Susan lived in one 
of the trailers, rented from 
a man named Bariy, 
believed to be the owner 
of the white truck.

Plea rejected in newborn case

Katrina Effert pushed her 
straight, blond hair out of 
her eyes, shook, and wept 
silently as details of the 
secret birth, strangulation, 
and disposal of her 
newborn son were read 
aloud in Court of Queen’s 
Bench yesterday. 

In the first hours of her 
trial, the now 23-year-old 
pleaded guilty to a lesser 


charge of infanticide, 
which was rejected by the 
Crown. Her fate now lies 
in the hands of a jury of 
six men and six women, 
who will decide if she is 
guilty of second-degree 
murder. 

Effert has admitted to 
concealing her pregnancy 
and delivering baby Rod¬ 
ney alone in the basement 
of her parent’s Wetaslci- 
win home when she was 
19 in April 2005, Crown 
prosecutor Rob Robben- 


haar told the jury in his 
opening statement. 

Robbenhar added that 
Effert previously admitted 
to police that she stran¬ 
gled the infant with a pair 
of orange thong under¬ 
pants, wrapped his body 
in a towel and tossed him 
in a neighbour’s cluttered 
yard 

During the investigation 
Effert was questioned mul¬ 
tiple times by police. She 
admitted the crime after 
submitting a DNA sample, 


but before a forced inter¬ 
nal medical examination, 
the Crown stated. 

Effert’s lawyer, high-pro¬ 
file defence attorney Peter 
Royal, called the case “sad 
and tragic,” leaving jurors 
with the suggestion she 
was suffering from a “dis¬ 
turbed mind, perhaps 
soul, and much, much 
more than that” at the 
time of the infant’s death. 

He added that Effert had 
no prenatal care or sup¬ 
port from the baby’s fa¬ 


ther throughout her preg¬ 
nancy. 

She was accompanied to 
court by family members, 
including her parents, 
who did not enter the 
courtroom with her. 

If convicted of second- 
degree murder, Effert 
would face the possibility 
of a life sentence. 

Effert pleaded guilty to 
concealing the baby’s 
body. She will be sen¬ 
tenced on that charged 
when the trial ends.

Liberals pull ahead 
in supersized poll

The results are another 
indication that despite re¬ 
cent talk of an imminent 
election, Canadians will 
not be voting any time 
soon. 

The Ekos poll, conduct¬ 
ed over three weeks in 
May for the CBC, was re¬ 
leased yesterday. 

Under the first-past-the- 
post electoral system, a 
party needs to win around 
36 per cent of the vote to 
win a minority govern¬ 
ment and about 40 per 
cent to stand a chance of 
capturing a majority. 

“The overall picture 
these numbers paint is 
slightly more positive for 
the Liberals, who are

‘We should have been on the plane’ 


An Air France jet 
disappeared after hitting 
stormy weather over the 
Atlantic Ocean yesterday 
and all 228 people on 
board were feared dead. 

The plane was carrying 
216 passengers of 32 nation¬ 
alities, reportedly including 
one Canadian. Brazilian car¬ 
rier TAM Linhas Aereas said 
the crew of one of its planes 
saw “bright spots” in the 
ocean about 1,300 kilome¬ 
tres from the Fernando de 
Noronha archipelago, off the 
South American country’s 
northeastern coast. 

The Air France jet flew in¬ 
to storms and heavy turbu¬ 
lence four hours after taking 
off from Rio and 15 minutes 
later sent an automatic mes¬ 
sage reporting electrical 
faults, the airline said. 

There was no sign that the 
crew had sent a mayday 
message or any indication 
that signal-emitting emer¬ 
gency locaters had activated 
on impact as is normally the 
case in crashes. The compa¬ 
ny said a hghtning strike 
could be to blame and that

Our newest vising star 



t takes a lot to upstage 
the very regal Adri¬ 
enne Clarkson. But 
Michaelle Jean, the 
Governor General who 
has been under her shad¬ 
ow for four years, has final¬ 
ly — to Clarkson’s chagrin 
— done so. 

Jean’s Rankin Inlet seal- 
slcinning and heart-eating 
venture is becoming the 
stuff of legend. With it, she 
has made a ringing decla¬ 
ration of support for the 
rights and traditions of our 
native peoples. She has 
told the European Union, 
with its opposition to the 
seal hunt, where to get off. 


And she has turned herself 
into a star. 

Her wielding of the Inuit 
ulu blade took courage. 
Not everyone was im¬ 
pressed. When Clarkson, 
in Iqaluit on the weekend, 
was asked about it, she 
replied, “I’ve eaten raw 
food here since 1971. It’s 
nothing new to me, OK?” 

Whew! Sounds as 
though her successor’s act 
cut deep. Clarkson is right¬ 
fully proud of the work she 
did to raise the profile of 
our native peoples. It was a 
high priority for her. Her 
husband, John Ralston 
Saul, took it a step further. 
He produced a remarkable 
book, A Fair Country, 
which convincingly makes 
the case that the Canadian 
identity is neither anglo¬ 
phone nor francophone. 
Rather it’s our aboriginal 
ancestry, as he argues, 
which not only shaped us, 
but still sets us apart. 


But Jean’s act, the sight 
of her bent over, cutting 
and eating raw seal heart, 
was startlingly powerful. It 
will not leave the mind. In¬ 
stead of sounding catty, 
Clarkson should welcome 
it. Relations have been 
frosty between the two 
women. Only recently, 
Clarkson took what ap¬ 
peared to be a veiled shot 
at Jean for getting her ge¬ 
ography wrong in mixing 
up British Columbia’s 
Coastal Mountains and the 
Rockies. 

In another tut-tutting 
display, Clarkson said fu¬ 
ture aspirants for the GG’s 
position should be re¬ 
quired to undergo a Cana¬ 
dian knowledge quiz. 

She was a rare Governor 
General, but the thought 
that Jean can shine as well 
should not get under her 
skin. What both women 
have demonstrated is that 
the GG’s office is of far 


more than ceremonial im¬ 
portance. 

Last December, Jean 
made the historic decision 
to save the Harper govern¬ 
ment by granting proroga¬ 
tion of Parliament right af¬ 
ter it had begun a new sit¬ 
ting. Her ruling was defen¬ 
sible, but she let the coun¬ 
try down in her refusal to 
explain her reasoning be¬ 
hind it. Democracies of the 
21st century require more 
openness than that. 

But with her iconic act at 
Rankin Inlet, Jean has 
shown her mettle. She has 
demonstrated that she is 
in a league with Adrienne 
Clarkson. More important¬ 
ly, she has given our often 
forgotten native peoples 
an empowering image that 
will be remembered forev¬ 
er.

Why government participation doesn't work 



One of the most ominous as¬ 
pects of the auto industry 
bailouts is the renewed blos¬ 
soming of government par¬ 
ticipation in the private sec¬ 
tor. Including actions in the 
U.S., this means working 
partnerships with car com¬ 
panies and financial institu¬ 
tions. 

It’s a degree of govern¬ 
ment involvement in the 
private sector not seen since 
the New Deal of the 1930s. 

Desperate times may call 
for desperate measures, but 
there are good reasons to 
question the wisdom of gov¬ 
ernment becoming own¬ 
ers/partners in private enter¬ 
prises. 

In reality, we live in a 


mixed economy in which 
government commingles 
with private businesses in a 
variety of ways. But as much 
as possible, the market 
should be the preserve of 
private, not public, enter¬ 
prise. Owners of private 
companies freely make 
choices that involve risks, 
the biggest being loss of cap¬ 
ital. Governments are there 
to preserve and protect the 
integrity of the marketplace 
and the interests of individ¬ 
uals rather than take busi¬ 
ness risks. 

Government intervention 
to prop up particular com¬ 
panies such as the domestic 
auto uses taxpayer power to 
disrupt the workings of the 
marketplace. In the normal 
order of things, companies 
rise, prosper and sometimes 
fail, only to be replaced by 
younger, more vigorous en¬ 
terprises. Money and jobs 
are lost here, but profits and 
jobs are made there. Call it 
market Darwinism. 

When government mess-

es with this natural order it 
does a few things. It confers 
value to stock or debt that 
might not otherwise exist. It 
skews the decision-making 
process within companies. 
It favours one competitor 
over another, the latter be¬ 
ing the successful player 
that isn’t being bailed out. It 
also favours some individu¬ 
als over the rest of us. It is 
not what you call fair treat¬ 
ment. 

But mostly, as Canadian 
history illustrates, govern¬ 
ment participation breeds 
failure. Starting with the 
Newfoundland govern¬ 
ment’s subsidization of the 
Come-by-Chance oil refin¬ 
ery in the early 1970s, the 
last generation provides a 


litany of boondoggles. 
Think of New Brunswick’s 
expensive flirtation with the 
Briclclin, Quebec’s invest¬ 
ments in everything from 
asbestos to steel, and just 
about everything ever 
touched by British Colum¬ 
bia Resources Corp. 

Federally, consider Ot¬ 
tawa’s failed aerospace ad¬ 
ventures with Canadair and 
deHavilland, the dismal in¬ 
vestments of the late and 
unlamented Canada Devel¬ 
opment Corp. and high-tech 
washouts like Consolidated 
Computer. There are more 
where these came from. 
When government lays our 
money on the line by invest¬ 
ing in a business like the 
now officially bankrupt 
General Motors, count on 
them losing it.

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Harper defends GM aid 

Canada lends $9-5B US to restructuring firm 



Prime Minister Stephen Harper and Ontario Premier Dalton 
McGuinty answer questions at a news conference in Toronto yes¬ 
terday. The two outlined details of the $ 9-5 billion US in Canadi¬ 
an loans to General Motors as part of their bankruptcy filing. 


Canada’s aid to General 
Motors Corp. will 
constitute the biggest part 
of a huge increase in the 
federal deficit this year, 
but failure to help GM 
would have been 
catastrophic, Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper said 
yesterday. 

Canada and the Ontario 
provincial government are 
lending $9.5 billion US to 
GM as it reorganizes under 
bankruptcy protection in 
the United States, and tak¬ 
ing 11.7 per cent of the 
common shares of the new 
company. 

“Today’s announcement 
is a regrettable but neces¬ 
sary step to protect the 
Canadian economy during 
the worst global recession 
in half a century,” Harper 
told a news conference. 

The federal government 
is taking a two-thirds share 
of the combined Canadian- 
Ontario contribution, giv¬ 
ing it a hit of $6.33 billion. 

Part of the overall total 
will be a federal-provincial 
loan of $1.3 billion, along 
with $400 million for 
which the two levels of 
government are receiving 
preferred shares. 

Canadian officials said 


GM has agreed to maintain 
19 per cent of its Canada- 
U.S. production in Canada 
in exchange for the aid. 

A GM statement said the 
automaker would launch 


five new vehicles, includ¬ 
ing hybrids, at Ontario 
plants in Oshawa and In- 
gersoll, and anticipated no 
further plant closures in 
Canada. reuters

da’s latest gross domestic 
product figures are bad, 
they were better than ex¬ 
pected and show the econ¬ 
omy is over the worst of 
the crisis, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper said yes¬ 
terday.

Veteran sketch comic Pat 
Thornton shows no hesita¬ 
tion when asked to name 
his worst live show yet. 

“It was a fringe tour with 
(comedy troupe) Todd’s 
Lunch. We didn’t get in the 
Winnipeg Fringe Festival, 
so we rented out a theatre 
that seats 300 people,” says 
Thornton, the creator / 
writer/star of The Comedy 
Network’s fast-paced new 
sketch series Hotbox. 

“Someone who had seen 
us before and hated us 
wrote this one star review 
before we arrived. So only 
five people showed up for 
the show. Three volunteers 
and the people who billet¬ 


ed us. They were real po¬ 
lite but I can’t imagine 
they had a good time.” 

The 13-episode Hotbox, 
which premieres tonight, 
reflects Thornton’s nine 
years of good and bad gigs 
with sketch troupes like 
Todd’s Lunch and, more re¬ 
cently, The Slcetchersons. 

However, the show’s 
core target audience is 
most definitely today’s 
YouTube generation. For 
Hotbox is a lightning-fast 
mish-mash of sketches 
that take on all subject 
matter and sport names 
like “Press Conference 
With a Bear,” “Dinosaur 
Man,” “Dinner in Space” 
and “Dr. Bloodfister.” 

If a segment lasts 20 sec¬ 
onds, it’s a rarity. Most of 
Hotbox’s comedy bits just 


end abruptly. Think of it as 
a live action variation on 
the animated series Robot 
Chicken ... though Hotbox 
does also feature some cool 
animation and puppets. 

“For the most part, what 
you see on the screen is all 
there was on the page,” 
says Thornton. “We really 
enjoyed the challenge of 
writing things that just 
start and stop quickly; re¬ 
defining how something 
ends.” 

Hotbox is also unique in 
its steadfast avoidance of a 
regular cast. There are 20 
Canadian comics featured 
in the first season. This in¬ 
cludes members of three 
comedy troupes, as well as 
cameos by well-established 
comics like Colin Mochrie, 
Jon Dore and Sean Cullen.

“There really isn’t a reg¬ 
ular cast,” says Thornton.

Thornton says making 
the leap from stage to the 
small screen wasn’t diffi¬ 
cult, though he does miss 
the live feedback. 

“The laughs are differ¬ 
ent. You work all day on a 
TV set with the crew, and 
they don’t care how funny 
you are.”

Boyle treated after loss 


Sensation's 'breakdown' seen as cautionary tale 


Talent show contestant Su¬ 
san Boyle’s giddying rise 
from unemployed Scottish 
church volunteer to global 
superstar has come at a 
price, in what is being 
seen as a cautionary tale 
for the celebrity age. 

On the way up, the 48- 
year-old’s performance last 
month of I Dreamed a 
Dream on television series 
Britain’s Got Talent was 
downloaded nearly 200 
million times on the Inter¬ 
net, and within days Boyle 
was headline news around 
the world. 

Camera crews camped 
outside the home where 
she lived alone with her cat; 
Larry King and Oprah Win¬ 
frey invited her onto their 
U.S. shows and tabloid 
newspapers tracked her 
every move. 

But as the pressure built 
ahead of Saturday’s final, 
which Boyle had been the 
runaway favourite to win, 
she was reduced to tears, 
threw a tantrum and 
threatened to pull out of 
the show. 

On Sunday, after her 



don’t think Boyle did that 
(deliberately pursued 
celebrity). She was pursu¬ 
ing a love of singing that 
she had and that is the sad 
part of this story. But it is a 
cautionary tale for people 
and it shows fame has its 
price.”

1 cup (250 ml) Puy lentils, 
rinsed and drained 

3 cups (750 ml) vegetable 
stock 

1 sprig fresh thyme 
1 bay leaf 

Fresh-squeezed juice of 1 
lemon 

Pinch cayenne 

4 pieces skinless cod fillet 
or cod steaks 

Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 
To serve: Lemon wedges 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to medi¬ 
um-high. Heat 1 tbsp (15 
mL) of olive oil in medium 
pot over medium heat. 
Add onion, celery, leeks 
and chili peppers; saute 2 
minutes. Stir in lentils. 
Add vegetable stock, 
thyme and bay leaf. Bring 


to boil, reduce heat, and 
simmer until lentils are 
tender, about 20 minutes. 
If lentils have not 
absorbed all stock, drain. 

2. Meanwhile, prepare 
fish. Stir together remain¬ 
ing oil, lemon juice and 
cayenne. Lay cod in broiler 
pan, skin side up. Season 
with salt and pepper to 
taste, and brush with oil 
mixture. Broil until flesh 
flakes easily, 6 to 7 
minutes. There is no need 
to turn fish over. 

3. Divide lentils between 
warm plates and arrange 
pieces of cod on top. Serve 
with lemon wedges.
